Had Secret Conference 
Object of the closed conference 
held at the Chamberlain Hotel, near 
Newport News, Va., was to sound out 
the receptiveness of the Gettysburg 
delegation to the idea which was 
spawned by Robert F. Nelson, m an­ 
aging director of the Council.
